I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946,  This 
report  covers  a  period  during  which  the  late  Dr,  T,E.  Flitcroft 
performed  the  duties  of  Medical  Officer  t>f  Health,  and  is  therefore 
concerned  entirely  with  the  health  of  Tyldesley  during  his  last  year 
of  offico, 

I 

The  health  of  the  town  continues  to  bo  good  and'there  are  few 
outstanding  features.  The  death  rate  of  10,9  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  13  per  1,000  during  1945,  shows 'an  appreciable 
reduction.  The  birth  rate  shows  a  fall  from  19.2  per  1,000  estimated 
population  to  18,2  per  1,000,  but  the  actual  number  of  births  remains 
approximately  the  seme.  The ‘Infant  Mortality  rate  is'64  per  1,000  live 
births  compared  with  57  per  1,000  in  1945,  The  St ill-birth  rate  fell 
from  43  per  1^000  total  births  in  1945  to  29  per  1,000  in  1946,  The 
Maternal  Mortality  rate  remains  at  nil. 


During  the  year,  there  were  two  epidemics  of  note,  namely  measles 
and  food  poisoning.  The  increase  of  measles  rose  from  126  cases  in 
1945  to  553  in  1946,  This  increase  con  probably  be  accounted  for  by 
the  known  yearly  epidemic  variation  of  the  disease.  There  were  two 
outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  during  the  year,  one  at  Mosley  Common, 

Astley  Green  and  Hook  Collieries  and  the  other  at  Cleworth  Hall  Colliery 
In  all  88  peoples  were  affected.  The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
increased  to  13,  and  there  is  no  appreciable  variation  in  the  incidence 
of  'Whooping  Cough  and  Scarlet  Fever. 


83  cases  were  admitted  to  Astley  Sanatorium  from  this  Authority 
during  the  year. 


The  Ladies  Voluntary  Committee  have  again  rendered  very  valuable 
assistance  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  and  I  am  sure 
it  would  bo  Dr,  Flitcroft1  s  wish  that  I  should  thank  them  for  their 
services  so  cheerfully  rendered,  also  the  Departmental  Staff  especially 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Officers  of  other  departments  for 
their  continued  help  and  kindly  assistance  during  the  year  and  the 
Council  for  their  favourable  consideration  to  suggestions  made,

The  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  by  agreement  fron  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

No  examinations  either  bacteriological  or  chemical  have  been 
carried  out  on  behalf  of  this  Authority  during  the  year. 

There  are  still  a  few  isolated  houses  without  a  piped  supply, 
these  are  chiefly  situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  district  and  the 
dwellings  are  confined  to  temporary  structures  occupied  in  connection 
with  small  holdings  of  agricultural  land.

Midwifery  Services.

Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work  is  controlled  by  a  Joint 
Committee  comprised  of  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
co-opted  Lady  Members  nominated  by  the  Council.  There  is  also  a 
Voluntary  Committee  of  Ladies  nominated  by  various  organisations  in  the 
district  who  give  their  services  and  attend  by  rota  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres, 

l 

There  are  two  Clinics,  one  sitated  at  the  Methodist  School 
room,  George  Street,  Tyldesley,  and  the  other  at  the  Independent 
Methodist  Church,  Manchester  Road,  Astley,  and  weekly  sessions  are 
held  at  both  Clinics,  There  are  quite  a  number  of  mothers  in  the 
Mosley  Common  area  attending  the  Lancashire  County  Counoil  Welfare 
Centre  ,  as  they  find  it  too  far  to  come  to  the  Tyldesley  Clinic. 

The  Clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended.  The  number  of 
children  attending  during  1946  was  2,922  at  Tyldesley  and  1,63.0  at 
Astley,  compared  with  3,568  and  1,802  respectively  the  previous  year* 
All  children  on'their  first  visit  to  the  Clinic  are  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officer, 

The  Health  Visitor  paid  1054  visits  to  children  under  1  year 
of  age,  compared  with  1,331  in  1945,  and  1,521  visits  to  children 
between  1  and  5  years,  as  against  1,480  the  previous  year. 
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Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Capsules  and  National  Dried  Milk 
under  the  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  were  distributed  from  tho 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  the  Food  Office,  in  addition  to  a  supply  of 
proprietary  brands  of  Dried  Milk.  The 'Mosley  Common  Centro  closed 
for  the  sale  of  Vitamins  in  March,  1946.

Tuberculosis, 

The  arrangements  for  these  patients  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Lancashire  County  Council.  The  County  Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
is  situated  at  13,  Church  Street,  Leigh,  and  is  open  on  Wednesday 
and  Friday  mornings,  and  on  the  second  Thursday  evening  of  the  month. 
Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  medical  practitioners  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Department,  cases  being  regularly  referred  for  diagnosis. 
Stationed  at  the  dispensary  there  is  a  trained  whole-time  dispensary 
nurse,  who  visits  tuberculous  cases  at  home  and  gives  such  actual 
nursing  and  dressing  as  may  be  required.

Approximately  one  third 
of  the  town  is  still  provided  with  a.  fortnightly  collection,  but  when 
conditions  become  more  normal  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  complete  weekly 
collection  of  all  bins  in  the  town.  The  dry  refuse  is  completely 
disposed  of  by  a  system  of  controlled  tipping,  whilst  the  contents  of 
all  pails  and  privy  middens  is  distributed  to  various  farmers.
